There's a great deal of history out there waiting to be discovered and relived. As well, 
you'll Find some of the most beautiful desert scenery in Nevada and Arizona. Most of 
the following locations are located just outside your hotel door. 


DAVIS DAM AND POWER PLANT 
Just up river from Laughlin, in fact if you peek around the 
corner you can see it, is Davis Dam. Named in honor of 
Bureau of Reclamation Chief Arthur Powell Davis, the $67 
million earth-and-rock-filled embankment creates Lake 
Mojave and was completed in 1953. The dam is 200 feet 
high and was built to help prevent flash flooding. A small 


five-turbine power plant is attached to the dam, and free, self- 


guided tours are available from 9 a.m.-4 p.m. The tour 
begins at the dam’s main office and gives you an “inside” 
look at the workings of the power plant. 


THE BONELLI HOUSE 
This is a chance to step back in history and see how the 
early settlers of this desert country lived. The home was 
originally built in 1915 by the Bonelli family and is an 
excellent example of the architecture popular at the time. 





Purchased by Bullhead City in 1973, it has been restored and 
furnished with period furniture. The home is located at 430

OATMAN GHOST TOWN 

Located on the famous Route 66, this Old West ghost town is 
full of historic buildings and old-time mining works dating 
back to the late 1800's. The breathtaking scenery here has 
been the main reason for movie makers to choose the area 
to make such films as “How the West Was Won” and 
“Foxfire.” Wild burros still roam the streets that are now lined 
with souvenir shops, restaurants, the old jail, and museums. 
Don't miss the twice daily shootouts on main street or the 
Oatman Hotel where movie stars Carole Lombard and Clark 
Gable spent their wedding night. Located 30 miles southeast 
of Bullhead City. Take 95 south to Route 66, then east. 
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GRAND CANYON 
It's a little more of a drive but certainly worth the time if 
you've never been to the Grand Canyon. Carved by the 
mighty Colorado River, the breathtaking canyon is 
considered one of the great wonders of the world. It's over 
a mile deep and nearly 280 miles long. You can find 
various tours in and around the canyon including a mule 
ride down to the bottom. Or you may want to take a ride on 
the Grand Canyon Railway which runs from Williams, 
Arizona to the canyon’s south rim. It's a nostalgic trip on a 
1901 steam engine.

GRAND CANYON CAVERNS 
If the Mitchell Caverns weren’t enough to satisfy your need 
to go underground, try the Grand Canyon Caverns located 
between Kingman and Seligman, Arizona on historic Route 
66. Complete with a motel, restaurant, RV dump station, 
campsite and the most selenite crystals in northern 
Arizona. The trail through the cave is paved, well lit and 
always a cool 56 degrees inside. For additional 
information, phone 602-422-3223. 


GRAPEVINE CANYON AND INDIAN PETROGLYPHS 
America’s first graffiti artists were the Indians who roamed 
the deserts in search of food and water. They told stories 
and left messages through cave and cliff drawings. 
Grapevine Canyon features a year-round stream and sheer 
cliff walls. Follow the signs off Highway 163 to Christmas 
Tree Pass and look for the parking area. A short, well- 
marked trail leads you back into the canyon. 


LAKE HAVASU 
This extensive man-made lake is 45 miles long and offers 
all the water sports and sights you can imagine. There's 
plenty to explore by foot, boat or car, from ancient Indian 
villages and deserted mines to hidden coves and long- 
abandoned ghost towns.

LONDON BRIDGE 
The bridge made famous in the children’s nursery rhyme 
isn't falling down. Although in the early 1970's, it was 
taken apart and reassembled in Arizona.

Havasu. A charming English village is located on the 
mainland side of the bridge and features all kinds of shops, 
restaurants and amusement rides.

The Colorado River Museum is located on the Arizona side 
of the Colorado River 1/4 mile north of the Laughlin Bridge 
at the edge of Davis Camp on Highway 95. Featured 
inside the Museum are many artifacts, pictures and 
documents pertaining to the history of the area. Some of 
the many exhibits include Fort Mohave, trapper and 
explorer Jebediah Smith and mining exhibits. Two recent 
additions to the Museum are a new Wedding Chapel and 
an intricate model train display constructed by the Tri-State 
Model Railway Society. The Museum is open from 9:30 
a.m.-2:30 p.m., closed Mondays & Sundays. 


GOLDEN NUGGET-LAUGHLIN 
Follow the curved walkway through the rain forest atrium 
featuring 500 tropical flora from around the world and two 
cascading waterfalls. Experience a singing showcase of 
audio-animated tropical birds-the Birds in the Gilded Cage. 
Bearing the brilliant plumage of the jungle, the five birds 
sport costumes that complement their distinctive 
personalities. They sing--the group contains sopranos, a 
contralto, bass and tenor. 


RAMADA EXPRESS OLD NO. 7 
Welcome aboard Laughlin’s only working railroad.

FISHING 
Anglers say that the Colorado River area is the site of some 
of the best year-round fishing in the state. Fishing 
enthusiasts have their pick of sites and methods, including 
trolling on Lake Mohave, drifting on the river, or fishing from 
shore. Trout fishing is considered best November through 
May. Fishing for striped bass runs from April through 
October, especially in the white water at the base of Davis 
Dam, which forms Lake Mohave. Large-mouth bass is 
plentiful in the spring and fall, and the best fishing spots are 
on Lake Mohave, the backwaters of the Colorado, or 
Topock Marsh. Catfish are jumpin’ from June through 
October. You can look for them in the still water of the 
lake, in Topock Marsh or on the river. Crappie and bluegill 
are plentiful during January or February. The best spots to 
find these panfish are either in the lake or Topock Marsh. 


BOATING 
Katherine's Landing, just ten minutes away on Lake 
Mohave, is one of the largest full-service marinas in 
Nevada. Fuel and launching services are available to 
anyone using the marina’s 800 boat slips. If you didn’t 
bring your own, fishing and ski boats can be rented here 
either on a daily or weekly basis.
